Chief of Police Wood visited the Record-Herald office’ al 
night and asked that the affidavit that had been filed against him 
be published in full, so that every citizen might know every. word 
of the charges made. He made a sweeping denial of all the 
charges and stated he would fight ‘the matter to the bitter end; 
that he did net propose to be besmirched by any bootlegger: or 
his cohorts. 

“IT have known for some time,” said Chief of Police Wood,! 
“that the bootleggers and their sympathizers were after me, and:at 
different times I have been warned ‘that efforts were being made to 
‘frame’ me. This is all the result of my activity in the afrest of 
bootleggers, and violators of the law, and the convicdions that have 
‘been secured in a great many of the cases: 

“In regard to the Cavalietti case I wish to nnéquaveciliy state 
that before his appearance in court I had never spoken to him 
in my life.
